Though both 
sid's in the controversy say the per- 
centage will probably be small, it is 
hard to get justice for that small per- 
•vntage which is agitating members 
of Congress who are trying to wade 
through tho meshes of red tape to 
Set at the bottom of the army system.

carried through life by one man who 
fought in France and whose offense 
on his return to the United States 
consists of taking a pair of shoes from 
a comrade.

Government op- 
eration 01 the railroads, for instance, 
iaudit us th:it there were important, econ- 
omies 1o he otTectod by closer •working 
fljjivcment:- between the lines, by diver- 
MOU of 1rafi> to the shortest haul and by 
other forms of cooperation -which a few 
yoars aco would have been ehallensreil as 
\iolalions of the anti-trust law. Instead 
vi making it as difficult for the railroads 
10 operate as possible, we are. now extend- 
ing to tin-in our assistant"- and encour- 
apomcnt. 


Before the war there were four import- 


nut express corapaniek. We considered 
it essential to good express service that 
these companies should operate in genuine 
competition, and although we never could 
force this competition in reality we pre- 
tended to demand it- The recent atiction 
of the Interstate Commerce commission in 
approving a merger of the four large ex- 
press companies would hav-e brought a vio- 
lent protest a few years ago. Today it 
goes unnoticed. "When, the government 
took over the express business as a war 
measure it revealed what had long been 
known to many, that there was no actual 
competition among the express companies. 


There was a time when the Interstate 


Commerce commission zealously sought to 
maintain competitive systems in transpor- 
tation, but we have found from experi- 
ence that the benefits of competition that 
does not compete are illusory. The only 
real competition we have had in the ex- 
press business was the inauguration by the 
government of the parcel post system. 
This move brought about a marked re- 
duction in transportation rates by ex- 
press. It was predicted at the time that 
the parcel post would put the express com- 
panies out of business, and theoretically 
it was a result to be desired, because ex- 
press service in those days was poor, un- 
reliable and excessive in cost- 


There was a widespread feeling that 


•transportation in this field ought to be ex- 
clusively in the hands of the government. 
Ijut the administration of the parcel post 
system has not confirmed this view. Per- 
haps the establishment of the parcel post 
was the rause of reforms in express ser- 
vice, at any rate express service has been 
improving while parcel post service has 
become less reliable and less satisfactory. 
"We do not think there need be any public 
apprehension over the consolidation of ex- 
press companies. (>n the contrary the pub- 
lic may look for better service than ever as 
ti result of the merger, and it will feel se- 
cure in this respect, thai the- parcel post 
Mauds as a potential security against ex- 
tortion or poor sen-ice in the express field.

But 
there are some concessions which he could 
not consistently or safely make, and one 
of these is to permit the senate foreign re- 
lations committee to select his cabinet for 
him. That right belongs to the president. 
The people expect him to exercise it and 
they would lose confidence in him heavily 
if he transferred the appointive power to a 
coterie of politicians in the senate. 


It has been accepted for weeks that MX. 


Hughes was the Harding choice for secre- 
tary of state, and the announcement was 
well received. News stories from Marion 
and "Washington that Hughes had been 
formally invited, to head the cabinet were 
not denied, were, in fact, tacitly admitted 
by both the president-elect and "the New 
York justice. There can be little doubt 
that the place was offered to Mr. Hughes 
and that he had agreed to accept. Mr. 
Penrose was so certain of it that he took 
occasion to notify the president-elect that 
Hughes was not acceptable. It was fol- 
lowing this notification that Mr. Harding 
was reported to have agreed to permit the 
senate foreign relations committee to vir- 
tually dictate the appointment. 


In the meantime Mr. Harding has gone 


south with the whole cabinet situation up 
in the air. Not a single appointment is 
said to be settled. He is placed in * most 
embarrassing position with reference to 
the selection of a secretary of State, The 
public may be of small consequence in 
twentieth century politics, but so far as it 
is concerned it would much prefer to see 
the president-elect choose his cabinet 
without dotation liy the senate, although 
of coarse taking acU loe- with its leaders for 
wbai that advice inijrht be worth.

and hope are all apt to look about 
alike, and if the audience misses the 
introduction, "Her* comes Hope" it 
hasn't much chance of following the 
story.

tiro and dramatic pageant was once 
set by Percy Mackaye. brother of 
Hazel Mackaye, who has written some 
of the most spectacular and successful 
pageants produced in thie country. Mr. 
Mackaye thinks the pageant "should 
be capable of combining the popular 
appeal of an Isadore Duncan-Damrosch 
concert, a Sorolla exhibition, and a 
Maude Adams-Barrie play."

And hi every 
case the big thought round which the 
pageant is written must dominate 
every part of it. 


These differences of pageantry from 


ordinary stage plays are illustrated lit 
a mission pageant which Miss Mack- 
aye helped to write and produced in 
four eastern cities a few years ago. 
This pageant told a story of enlight- 
enment through the missionary move- 
ment. There were four scenes, each 
ono practically a one-act play witto 
spoken lines a dramatic situation, and 
a wen developed climax.
